ace. In some of our larger cities riot 
and crime areas were visited. This 
investigation found fifteen-year-old 
youths hardened criminals. School 
teachers were found to have resigned 
their positions because of the contin- 
ual threat that faced them within their 
classrooms. 


We have seen an increase in police- 
men being shot, schools and parks 
being pilfered for no apparent reason. 
What is the answer, cry the parents. 
Many feel their children are not safe 
on the streets any longer. These ap- 
pointed investigators in their reports 
came up with the answer - our Ameri- 
can homes are disintegrating. Parents 
are not accepting their leadership 
position in the home. Could it be that 
America is now reaping a whirlwind 
having sown to the wind a generation 
ago by taking the Bible out of the 
national educational program? 


With movies and magazines featur- 
ing immorality and crime it is little 
wonder that our homes have lapsed 
into a place where little or no training 
for good takes place. 

The Bible emphasizes in Deuter- 
onomy 6:6 - 9 the tremendous respon- 
sibility parents have in teaching their 
children. It is a continual task that 
will pay off in the promise that your 
children will not depart from God 
when they grow old. 


In the Old Testament days the fam- 
ily was taught by hymns, epoch stories 
and famous writings. A child by the 
age of twelve was able to quote from 
memory the major parts of the first 
five books of the Bible. The parents 
of this early era realized the effective- 
ness of home training. 


To be one hundred percent involved 
in home training includes the exemp- 
lary life led by the parents. Children 
learn approximately 75% to 85% of 
what they are taught by being able 
to experience and to observe situa- 
tions. 


It is seldom that a solid and whole- 
some home life can be found in the 
absence of religious inspiration and 
parental leadership. Parents, you are 
making impressions upon the lives of 
your children from the time they arise 
in the morning to the time they retire 
at night. 

It is in the family circle that child- 
ren form their attitudes toward others. 
Here the parents sow the seeds of 
either hate or love. They teach toler- 
ance of prejudice, understanding or 
discrimination. Parents, it is possible 
to teach correct attitudes on these 
matters. You can be careful never to 
speak or allow unkind words about 
others. Children can learn to respect 
people because God made man in His 
own image. True followers of Christ 
learn early to love their neighbors as 
they do themselves. 

One of the most frequent and dan- 
gerous arguments of our day is the 
assertion of parents that they do not 
want to influence their children in a 


religious way. They take the position 


that it is better to let the children 
choose what religion they want to 
follow and what church they want to 
attend. That sounds very broad-mind- 
ed, but it is the kind of broadminded- 
ness that will lead children to destruc- 
tion. 


It is very infrequent that you find

a parent allowing their child to choose 
whether or not he will go to school 
or see the dentist or go without food, 
or even wash his face. The parent has 
to make this decision in the training 
of a child. Every statement in the 
Bible bearing on the subject stresses 
the duty of parents, not only to in-- 
fluence their children in a general 
way for good living but in definite 
ways toward truth. The Bible says, 
“Bring up your children in the nurture 
and adminition of the Lord.” This im- 
plies parents have a tremendous res- 
ponsibility toward God in the raising 
of their children. 


Surveys reveal that at least 60% of 
the children in an average community 
are unchurched. Six out of ten boys 
and girls in the U. S. have no religious 
instruction or training. This condition 
among our boys and girls will continue 
to exist until the average parent of 
these boys and girls lays aside their 
indifference concerning their primary 
mission in life - that of raising their 
children up in the nurture and admon- 
ition of the Lord. 


The lack of teaching moral truths 
from the Bible along with material 
truths already taught in our public 
schools will produce one of the most 
hideous generations ever to exist, un- 
less the Christian families join hands 
with the church in an all out effort 
to win and train our present genera- 
tion for God. 


The home is the hub around which 
all civilization revolves. It is the basic 
unit of society. 


The Christian home is the doorway 
to a child’s prayer life. Family de- 
votions do much in establishing a 
prayer pattern that will remain with 
children throughout their adult life. 
The Christian home is the place where 
habits are formed, such as promptness 
to church and Sunday school. Habits 
of correct attitudes and conversation 
are followed by children by observing 
es characteristics within the home- 
ife. 


“Families that pray together stay 
together.” This saying has often been 
heard or quoted. This is a true state- 
ment but there are additions to what 
makes for a vigorous Christian family 
life. Parents, let is be said of your 
family - “we not only pray together 
but we play and learn together and 
share our entire family life” This, dear 
parent, creates a togetherness that 
keeps the basic family unit impreg- 
nable to the thrusts of the enemy of 
our souls. End 
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(Q) Brother Litzman, you are well 
known as a teacher and preacher in Pen- 
tecostal doctrine. We would like to begin 
by asking, why be Pentecostal? 

(A) I would say that we should 
be Pentecostal, first and foremost, be- 
cause it is scriptural. It is yet to be 
proven to me that God ever intended 
that Christian people be anything 
other than Pentecostal. In the book 
of Acts, the Holy Spirit is given as a 
person to the believers, it is my con- 
tention that this was the plan of God 
to continue throughout the early New 
Testament age and the rest of this 
dispensation. The Apostle Paul no- 
where in his teaching in the epistles 
ever alluded to any plan other than 
every born-again Christian to be a 
Spirit-filled believer. We are Pente- 
costal because it is God’s method of 
world evangelization. 


(Q) It might help us on our first ques- 
tion to ask you, what is Pentecost? 

(A) Pentecost is God’s answer to 
world evangelism. When God set up 
His program for the winning of this 
world, Christ was slain from the foun- 
dation of the world. At the same time 
God instituted in this program, Pente- 
cost, a method by which the world 
would hear that Christ had died for 
the sins of the people. If there had 
been no Pentecost it is entirely logical 
that the world would not have heard 
that Jesus Christ had died for their 
sins. So Pentecost is a method or way 
of evangelization. . 


(Q) I noticed that you lay emphasis on 
Pentecost as a method of world evangel- 
ization, why do you say this? 

(A) Prior to the day of Pentecost, 
God raised up prophets whom He 
used to lead the people to God. When 
Christ died for our sins, however, no 
longer was the program of God re- 
stricted to a specific group, such as 
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Israel. 
tended to as many as believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ. Consequently, with 
this great gift of grace and salvation, 
it is necessary that the entire world 
know the story of what God has done 
and what Jesus did at Calvary. Con- 
sequently, God sends the Holy Ghost 
as a person to live within these be- 
lievers to assist them in telling this 
story. The Holy Ghost has divided 
His ministry according to Paul in I 
Corinthians 12 in the nine beautiful 
gifts of the Spirit. These gifts of the 
Spirit operate in the believer to give 
him super-naturnal power and assist- 
ance in telling the story of what Christ 
did for humanity. The enemy, Satan, 
uses supernatural powers in order to 
defeat the cause of Christ. Therefore, 
it is entirely logical that God uses 
supernatural gifts to counteract the 
power of Satan that we might spread 
this gospel. 

(Q) Why is most discussion concerning 
the gifts of the Holy Spirit centered around 
the gifts of utterance? 


(A) It is the same today as it was 
for the Corinthian church. These three 
gifts of utterance; the gift of tongues, 
interpretation of tongues and proph- 
esy, are the gifts which operate in the 
the body or the church where all 
other believers are present and can 


see and hear their operation. Because | 


these gifts can be seen while in op- 
eration and likewise heard, explains 
why we are most interested in them 
and why most discussion centers a- 
round them. 


(Q) What would be necessary to put 
the gifts of power and revelation more 
in use? 


(A) First, we should explain that 


the gifts of power are the three gifts 


dealing with deliverance; the gifts of 


healing, working of miracles and faith. 
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The gifts of revelation are; word of 
knowledge, word of wisdom and dis- 
cernment of spirits. It is my conclus- 
ion that these gifts of power and reve- 
lation can operate in the believer's 
life with the believer not necessarily 
knowing they are in operation. For 
instance, we might be speaking to 
someone about their need and the 
Lord would give us a word of know- 
ledge or give us a word just when we 
need it. This would be a supernatural 
operation and would operate in the 
believer because of his yieldedness 
and not necessarily because he knows 
a gift is in operation. Because we are 
members of the body of Christ, these 
gifts of the Spirit have been given unto 
us as members of that body and each 
time a need, circumstance or a situa- 
tion is presented, in the name of Jesus, 
we can meet that need through yield- 
edness to God and perhaps by these 
spiritual gifts. However, it is not ab- 
solutely necessary that spiritual gifts 
operate in a believer's life for the need 
to be met. Therefore, God can meet 
the need and we not necessarily know 
what method He used. 

(Q) What do you feel is necessary to 
bring the church back to true New Testa- 
ment ministries? 

(A) There must be a demonstra- 
tion of the power of the Holy Ghost. 
Many ministers and churches today 
have not seen a genuine move of God. 
Some have not seen a great move of 
God in thirty or forty years. I think 
the one simple answer to Holy Ghost 
revival in these last days would sim- 
ply be the revival itself. This revival 
can take place. I have seen this re- 
vival a number of times in a small 
way in my ministry. God has poured 
out His Spirit until it has given us 
enough of an understanding of God’s 
purpose to know that the world could 
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have a move of God even in these last 
days. Men must see it, men must 
want it, men must be a part of it be- 
fore they can ever advocate such a 
move of the Spirit. I personally feel 
the great revival which the church 
needs must come to the local church. 
It cannot come in a tent or auditorium 
or meetings outside of the local 
church. It must be connected with 
the local church if it is to get its root 
deep in this generation. I believe that 
every pastor and every church should 
wait upon God, even as Joel says in 
his second chapter. It would not hurt 
us to have waiting meetings or solemn 
assemblies, services where we did 
nothing but wait upon God to restore 
these New Testament ministries. This, 
I feel, is the next step to be taken, be- 
cause I have seen this take place 
today in denominational churches and 
certainly it would benefit our Pente- 
costal churches to do likewise. 


(Q) You mentioned what you had seen 
in your ministry. May we ask you, Bro- 
ther Litzman, what have you seen that 
brings you to these conclusions? 


(A) Ten years ago, I felt God 
dealing with me to stress the need for 
Pentecost as the method of evangel- 
ism. After somewhat of a struggle I 
dedicated my heart to God as best 
I knew how to preach the message of 
the full gospel. Not just a part of the 
gospel, but all of the gospel. Since 
that time I have seen many wonder- 
ful moves of God over the nation and 
other parts of the world. Such un- 
usual meetings as we had at Central 
Bible Institute in February of 1960 
help to explain how God has dealt 
with me. For it is in such meetings as 
this, where world-wide attention was 
focused, that we come to the under- 
standing of God’s greater plan and 
purpose for humanity. Also, in the 


past ten years I have seen over 30,006 
people baptized in the Holy Spirit. 
In the past two years I have watched 
the great ingathering of people from 
denominational churches coming into 
the Pentecostal experience. It has 
been my privilege on a number of 
occasions to deal with these denomi- 
national people teaching them and 
assisting them in the ministries of Pen- 
tecost. These things I feel have help- 
ed to bring me to the conclusion that 
Pentecost is the answer today as it 
was God’s answer nineteen hundred 
years ago. 

(Q) We would like to ask where you 
make your home, how long you have been 
in the ministry, where your ministry be- 
gan, and how long you have been an 
evangelist? 


(A) I was born in Waco, Texas. 
My mother was a devout Baptist and 
my Dad was on the board of stewards 
in his Methodist church. This is the 
background for my ministry. I was 
reared in a very religious home. I at- 
tended Baylor University in Waco 
which is one of the largest funda- 
mental colleges in America. Before I 
started to school, my family came into 
Pentecost. Since I had a fairly Pente- 
costal background I could not please 
God or serve God without being a 
Pentecostal preacher, because this is 
the way I was brought up. While I 
was in college I began holding meet- 
ings in and around my home town. 
The Lord seemed to bless and in 1947, 
when I left college, I went on the 
evangelistic field full time. I have been 
there ever since. The Lord has seen 
fit to give me a wonderful wife, 
Joann, and two boys, Warren Lee, Jr., 
8, and Terry Gene, 6. My wife is a 
musical director at Southwestern Bible 
College in Waxahachie, Texas. For 
the past four years I have been living 
in Waxahachie. 


(Q) In conclusion, Brother Litzman, 
what do you feel the future holds for 
Pentecost? 


(A) I feel the greatest hour that 


Pentecost has ever had is immediately © 


at hand. I feel America is going to 
have a move of the Spirit. The rea- 
sons for this are: First, I consider 
Joel’s prophesy that in the last days 
a move of God will take place, is still 
imminent and should be believed by 
every Pentecostal believer. Since the 
end is at hand, I feel this revival could 
take place at any time. Second, it 
must take place if Pentecost is to sur- 
vive. If we do not have a move of 
God it is conceivable that many of the 
denominational people that are com- 
ing into Pentecost will be used of God

Bethany Bible College of Santa 
Cruz, California, began its forty-sec- 
ond year of continuous operation on 
Thursday, September 7, 1961. Some 
275 students were in attendance for 
the first day of classes.

Dr. C. C. Burnett, president of the 
college comments; “Record enroll- 
ments, of course, do bring record 
problems. However, we are thrilled 
over this tremendous increase in at- 
tendance at Bethany this fall.

In one sense of the word, the new 
Assembly of God church in Concep- 
cion, Chile, was fortunate in having 
a missionary-pastor with a Speed-the- 
Light Volkswagen station wagon. And 
because there was no expense in sal- 
aries, their building fund grew as 
every week they faithfully brought in 
their love-tithes and sacrificial offer- 
ings for the proposed Evangelistic 
Center. With approximately 6,000 
hours of donated labor and the Volks- 
wagen, the Center has become a real- 
ity. 

Always in the foreground of the 
work you would find “Leaping Lena”, 
the ever-faithful station wagon with 
a will to work. Let us hear some of 
her story: 


“My boss didn’t think it was possible 
and I must confess that there were 
some misgivings on my part as well, 
as they reinforced my back side, weld- 
ing a big iron to my frame trailer 
hitch. Their transportation problem 
was licked! Some 400 miles and 15 
hours later, after much huffing and 
puffing, I proudly delivered the one 
ton concrete mixer to the new build- 
ing site in Concepcion. 


“Sometimes the pastor lovingly calls 
me “Mi burrita” (My little burro). 
He has a right to call me that, too, 
because I have never let him down. 
One Saturday I took the crew to the 
sawmill high up in the mountains. 
There the fellows sorted out 2,500 
green Ix6’s that came off the saw 
table. 


“I never saw so many boards at one 
time, but it was not the last time I 
was to see so many. They were del- 
ivered by me to the church where 
they were stacked so that they could 
be cured and dried straight. Then 
when the proper time came, my in- 


sides were repeatedly stuffed with 
those boards, one hundred at a time. 
Many times I thought surely my back 
would break. While I waited at the 
mill, the men miraculously turned 
those old rough stained planks into 
beautiful siding, flooring, etc. Then 
once again I was loaded down. How 
I did get scratched up! But to see the 
new building going up was worth it! 
What thrilled me most was when I 
learned that through my sacrifice, 
several hundred dollars had been 
saved in the construction. 


“I was damaged during the earth- 
quake of last year by falling tile. etc., 
so after the building was completed 
they gave me a new paint job and 
now you should see me. I’m so shiny 
and pretty again.
